A question uppermost in the 
minds of farmers and business men 
in all sections of the South today 
is, “Will the Fall of 1930 find plen­ 
ty of home grown feed and grow­ 
ing livestock on the farms of the 
South, or will it bo the same old 
story, too much cotton and too lit­ 
tle money for profit to the farmer 
who produced it?” 
To assist farmers who are get­ 
ting into the feed production and 
livestock feeding game for the 
first time, experts along that line 
have worked out a scale of feed 
requirements for work animals, 
dairy cows, hogs, etc. 
By this acale it is estimated that 
every work animal about the farm 
should be provided with 50 bushels 
of corn or its equivalent in o t h e r 
grain feeds, two tons of hay anti 
2 acres of pasture. 
Kach dairy cow will require ap­ 
proximately 25 bushels of corn or 
its equivalent in other grain feeds, 
2 tons of hay and 2 acres of pas­ 
ture. 
Kach hog will require, if P r e ­ 
pared for the market, 12 bushels 
of corn and 1-1 acre of pasture, 
and every hen fed for maximum 
egg production will require I bush­ 
el cif corn or its equivalent in other 
grain feeds.

For the average IO acre farm in 
Kast Texas, the proper balance in 
livestock is suggested as follows: 
1 team of horses or mules (brood
